PUBLI C COMVENTS

Sam Dehne, Reno citizen, spoke concerning negative types of businesses, which he feels our community | eaders are soliciting, e.g.
they pay | ow wages, pollute the air, etc.

Robert Metz, who has been before the Board previously concerning abuse of his son, read the oath of office of Richard Ganmnm ck
District Attorney; stated that a grand jury found May Shelton a contributing factor in the death of a child; and requested that
the Board put this matter on an agenda.

Sharon Pol | and, Washoe County resident and honeowner advised that | ast week there was a workshop for the Ad Hoc Livestock Task
Force of which she is a nmenber but was unable to attend; that 2 years ago she requested that the business license for High Sierra
Ri ding Stable be withdrawn; and that she is in disagreenent with what the Task Force is doing in this regard.

Susan Terri, a resident of Golden Valley for 25 years, and busi ness owner, stated that conmercial stable regulations should be
nmore in line with home businesses and be nore restricted than they are; and she quoted the follow ng fromthose regul ati ons:
"Regul ations for hone businesses are set up as such to protect the visual aspects of the residential neighborhood."”

Dom nic Perry, Reno citizen, conplinmented Conm ssioner Bond for always taking the tine to take his calls and to Chairman Gal | oway
for making the tour in the Gerlach area. He requested that Commi ssioner Short take a | ook at the situation in the Thomas Creek
area and stated that it floods over on Monte Vista Drive and Sierra Manor every tinme there's a stormin the nountains.

I NTRODUCTI ON OF NEW WASHOE COUNTY EMPLOYEES

Katy Sinon, County Manager, invited approximtely 16 new Washoe County enpl oyees to cone forward and introduce thenselves to the
Board menbers. Chairman Gal |l oway wel coned the new enpl oyees on behal f of the Board.

99- 559 UPDATE - WATER CONSERVATI ON AND GENERAL WATER PLANNI NG

M ke Buschel man, Chairman, Regi onal Water Pl anning Comr ssion responded to questions previously asked by Chairman Gal |l oway,



stating that:

1) Regarding inportation of Water fromLong Valley into Cold Springs Valley, the County and the State Engineer's Ofice are
studyi ng that system and are in the process of conpiling information that may address the concerns.

Chairman Galloway inquired if sone of the water would be punped back out of White's Lake. M. Buschel nan, stated that Steve

Wal ker, Water Managenment Planner, has |ooked into that issue; that one of the problenms that exists is water quality as it changes
significantly once you inport it into Cold Springs Valley because of the shallow water table; and that the anobunt of water that
actually goes into the ground as a result of inporting water from Long Valley to Cold Springs that is probably one-third of the
anount that is brought in.

2) In regard to the South Truckee Meadows Recharge and Recovery and conparing infiltration to injection, M. Buschel man stated
that staff is in the process of doing the work necessary to answer that question; that CDS has been contracted by the Comm ssion
to look at injecting water into the South Truckee Meadows, | ook at recovering that water, using the ground as a storage facility;
that staff will be requesting proposals to | ook at natural recharge areas in the whole region and the South Truckee Meadows wil |
be included in that; and that those recharge areas will be a vital conponent in determ ning recharging the ground water basin

3) Concerning evapotranspirati on and whether the nonitors are insured and durable, he advised that they are fairly durable; that
t here have been a nunber of theminstalled but they are not insured; and that the risk is not significant enough to warrant
pur chasi ng i nsurance.

4) Concerning the cost of installing a 1/2 inch pipe versus a 3/4 inch pipe and the differences in flow when filling a bathtub
Paul Nueffer, Water Planning Comm ssion nenber, advised the orifice is what determ nes how fast the tub fills.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that he has trouble with that as the sane pressure cannot push the same amount of water through a smaller
pi pe at the same rate that it can through a | arger pipe.

M. Nueffer stated that the problemis excess reservoir and excess pipes behind the orifice; and that his suggestion would be that
the reservoir behind the orifice be sized correctly and the codes be enforced.

M. Buschel man then continued his report advising that they have been working on the natural recharge areas; that they have
drafted a request for proposal to identify natural recharge areas within the valley; and that they will be presenting the results
of that study when it is conpleted. He further advised that they have been working on the inplenentation of the base case
conservation plan and | ooking at areas that have experienced conservation objectives in the manner hoped for

M. Buschel man then reported on WPC Wastewater Projects as foll ows:
The USGS Report on the nitrate |levels within Spanish Springs Valley will be available in Septenber.

The WPC has directed staff to draft a proposal to consider the Orr Ditch as a conveyance system for effluent and to include it in
the wastewater and reuse facility plans which could save millions of dollars in pipelines and other types of inprovenents.

The WPC wi Il be soliciting proposals to | ook at hooking septic systens in Cold Springs Valley due to the nitrate | evel increases
within that valley and are doing a study to see how that can be mtigated.

Two nenbers of the WPC M. George Shaw, who has a wastewater background and Di ana Lang, who has a utilities background have been
appointed to sit on a joint conmittee in an advisenent capacity with the South Truckee Meadows General |nprovenent District and
the County to develop the South Truckee Meadows Facilities Plan.

The Truckee Carson Sanitation Agency gave the WPC a presentation on their expansion proposals and are devel opi ng an environnenta
i npact report to the WPC which has drafted a response outlining their concerns.

M. Buschel man then reported that a study |ooking at integrating all the facilities and resources within the North Valleys, Lemmobn



Val | ey, and Gol den Vall ey was considered; that for a mninmal cost, the capacity of that system could be increased by 50% and that
50% nore custonmers could be served by sinply integrating the Sierra Pacific surface water delivery systemw th the Silver Lakes
system and sone of the other snmller systens.

A request for proposals to look at facilities planning for the industrial areas from Vista on down the river has been sent out.

Regardi ng the Steanboat Creek Restoration Project he advised that some funding to the Washoe-Storey Conservation District, the
Proj ect Coordi nator has been prom sed and that is one source of water that conmes into the Truckee River which can be addressed to
decrease flooding and i nprove water quality.

M. Buschel man concl uded by suggesting that a joint neeting between the Water Pl anni ng Commi ssion and the Board of County
Commi ssi oners be held to address many of the questions on a nore detailed |evel.

99- 560 PRESENTATION - VI SI ON 2010 PROCESS

Candace Evert, Executive Director, Forumfor a Conmon Agenda, advised that |ast February, six organizations got together to

di scuss fornulating and inplenenting a regional vision; that those six groups were EDAWN, United Way, the Greater Reno-Sparks
Chanber of Commerce, Truckee Meadows Tonorrow, the Regional Governing Board and Forum for Commobn Agenda; that they have now grown
to 25 co-sponsors; and that she is here today to ask the Board of County Conmi ssioners if they would al so becone a co-sponsor of
their Vision 2010 effort.

Ms. Evart subm tted handouts that described the visions of 2010.

Reno/ Spar ks/ Lake Tahoe will be an extraordinary place to live, work and visit; and she advised that they hope to have the
strategi c plans together by the end of Septenber and to keep the nonentum noving very fast on this project. Ms. Evart al so
di scussed Vi sion 2025 and Beyond.

Conmmi ssioner Sferrazza stated that it appears this is a business dom nated comrittee, especially the Steering Conmittee, and that
he would |i ke to see other groups on the Steering Commttee, i.e., Native Americans and other minority conmunities and
envi ronnental groups such as the Truckee River Yacht Club or Sierra Club to ensure a diverse representation

Ms. Evart stated that the strategic plans will address the living wage, affordable housing and that sort of thing; that there is
no problemw th entertaining ideas of enlarging the HUB Committee; and that the initial concept was that there would be
Sub-Commi ttees or Spoke Conmittees which would bring in nore diverse representation

Fol | owi ng di scussion on nmotion by Conm ssioner Sferrazza, seconded by Comm ssioner Bond, it was ordered that the Board of County
Conmi ssi oners support the concept of the vision on the condition that the base is broadened so that the Steering Conmittee and
Sub-Committees include a greater representation of the conmunity.

WHEREAS, in accordance with NRS 271. 360, the Board has determi ned the net cost to the County of all of the inprovenents
in said District (including all necessary incidentals which either have been or will be incurred in connection with said
District), which is to be assessed upon the benefited lots, tracts and parcels of land in the District; and

WHEREAS, the Board by a resolution duly adopted May 11, 1999, directed the County Engi neer to nake out a prelininary
assessnment roll; and

WHEREAS, the Board of County Conmi ssioners together with the County Engi neer nade out an assessnent roll for said

Di strict which contains, anpng other things, the nanes and addresses of the | ast-known owners of the property to be
assessed, or if not known, stating that the name is "unknown"; a description of each lot, tract, or parcel of land to be
assessed; and the ampunt of the proposed assessnent to be levied thereon; and said County Engi neer has reported said
assessnent roll to the Board and filed the sane with the County Clerk; and

WHEREAS, said Board has deternined, and does hereby determ ne, that all of the assessable property in said County which
is specially benefited by the inprovenents to be acquired in said District No. 26 (Matterhorn Drive), and only the
property which is so specially benefited, is included on said assessnent roll; and

WHEREAS, the Board has determ ned, and does hereby deternmine, that the notice for a hearing on said assessnment rol
which is provided for herein is reasonably calculated to informeach interested person of the proceedi ngs concerning the
District which may directly and adversely affect his or her legally protected rights and interests.

Section 1. All action proceedings, matters and things heretofore taken, had, and done by the County and the officers and
enpl oyees thereof (not inconsistent with the provisions of this resolution) concerning the District, be, and the sane
hereby is, ratified, approved and confirned.

Section 2. The total cost of said District to the County (including all necessary incidentals which either have been or
will be incurred in connection with said District) has been and hereby is deternmined to be $755, 000, of which $755, 000
shall be paid by the assessable property in the District, as described and as provided in the District Odinance.

It shall not be
necessary that the notice be published on the sane day of the week, but not |ess than 14 days shall intervene between
the first publication in each newspaper and the |l ast publication in the same newspaper. Such service by publication
shall be benefited by the affidavit of the publishers and filed with the County Clerk of said County. In accordance with
NRS 271.380(2), the County Clerk or Deputy County Clerk shall also give notice by registered or certified mail by
depositing a copy of such notice in the United States mails, postage prepaid, as first-class mail, at |east 20 days
prior to such hearing, to the | ast-known owner or owners of each tract being assessed at his or their |ast-known address
or addresses.

Proof of such mailing shall be made by the affidavit of the County Clerk or Deputy County Clerk and such proof shall be
filed with the County Clerk, provided, however, that failure to nmail any such notice or notices shall not invalidate any
assessnment or any other proceedi ngs concerning said District. Proof of the publication and proof of the mailing shall be
mai ntai ned in the permanent records of the office of the County Clerk until all special assessments and specia
assessnment bonds issued (if such special assessnent bonds are hereafter issued) appertaining thereto, shall have been
paid in full, both principal and interest, or any claimis barred by an appropriate statute of limtations.
